What I did on my SX 42 , was to cut the old cap leads flush with the cap 
body. 

Then I soldered the new one to the ends of these leads. I had used the 
"yellow" tubular caps from AES. A good pair of small loooong needle nose 
pliers were used to make hooks on the ends of the old leads to hold the new 
caps. I found that the leads were much easier to reach than the original 
attachment points !! I hope that this helps!!

Removal: 


In the SX-28, or at least the SX-28A, the four set of front-end coils, 
RF-RF-MIX-OSC, are semi-modular: You can pull the band-switch shaft, and 
without unsoldering too many wires, pull a set of coils. By pulling two of 
the sets, I think it was the 1st RF and the mixer, I was able to gain access 
to all the caps. 


Cap Replacement: 


In the old days, replacement caps from "Don't be vague ask for Sprague" 
were shipped with small solder-and-flux-coated coils of wire called Quiggs. 
These were used to sleeve the leads of the new cap onto the cut off leads of 
the old cap. This is not only fast, but it preserves the workmanship of the 
original joint, and avoids burned wires and other such unpleasantness. 

Of course Quiggs are now rare, but I've devised an easy substitute. I 
use a piece of stiff wire or drill rod, about 0.040 in diameter, held ina 
pin vise to wind pigtails on the new cap. These can be slid over the cut 
off leads and soldered. This is really the "hot setup" in tight places 
like a communication receiver front end, but I use the technique almost 
universally.

Most likely, this is a reference to the SCR-609 which was commonly used 
in the spotter role. This is the battery-powered version of the 
SCR-610. Both systems used the BC-659 transmitter-receiver. The -609 
had a CS-79 battery case and was used in many of the liaison planes of 
the time which had no batteries. The vehicular version, the -610, had 
either a PE-117-(*) (early) or PE-120-(*) (later) vibrator power 
supply. The standard vehicular antenna was a three-section whip which 
was nine feet long. 


This was a much-loved radio since it was FM and, thus, little troubled 
with either noise or German (or Allied) jamming. During the Battle of 


the Bulge, Allied aircraft jammed German tank frequencies which were in 
the same band used by American tanks. The Germans used AM and the 
Americans FM. While the Germans were successfully jammed, the Americans 
were able to communicate via FM with no problem. 


Incidentally, there is a humorous story connected with the development 
of the above-mentioned jamming sets. During one test flight over Ohio, 
the Army Air Force unknowingly jammed police radios over the entire 
state. The happened in the midst of a large bank robbery and the 
robbers were able to escape because the law enforcement agencies had no 
communications. Secrecy prevented the military from admitting what had 
actually happened. 


The history of the struggle between the services and service branches 
over the use of AM vs FM and the use of VHF vs HF is quite interesting. 
The Armored force fell in love with FM before we joined the war and that 
mode and the same general frequencies have been used by the Army ever 
Since. Artillery was quickly convinced to use FM but the infantry held 
out until the SCR-300 came along. This, also, was an extremely 
successful set and was popular with artillery spotters. These radios 
were eventually installed in tanks so they could communicate with the 
infantry. For some strange reason, the SCR-300 operated on frequencies 
not used by any other military radio of the time. Thus, the only radio 
that a SCR-300 (BC-1000) could talk to was another SCR-300. Does anyone 
know the history of this radio and the thinking behind the unique 
frequencies used?

Michael, the tip off here is the serial number. The older HP units usually 
use a 3 by 5 (xxx-yyyyy) serial number. The newer units usually use a 4 by 
5 with a letter separator (xxxayyyyy). 


The other tip is the line cord. The older units use the "special HP" line 
cord. (Which, BTW, are still available if anyone needs them. They are 
available from Newark and Allied; I posted the part numbers and prices a 
while back.) The newer ones use the C13 (computer style) connector. 


Just to add a caveat here, I don't have concrete evidence (e.g., documentation) 
to stuuprt this, just a lot of HP test equipment :-) 


As I understand it, the major difference (as far as us fire-bottlers are 
concerned) is the older unit has a single 12AT7 where the newer unit is 
all (vintage :-) solid state. (I have two of the older ones.)

Yes, there were urban areas with strange power, including 25 cycle and 
DC. RCA made their consumer radios in 25 cycle versions in the 
1930's. 


The 25 cycle installations were probably generally a remnant of a 
power system established by a street railway (tram) company. The 
street railways used synchronous rotary convertors to change the AC 
distribution voltages to the 600 VDC traction (overhead wire) voltage, 
and most of those were quite restricted to 25 cycle. 


Residential 25 cycle is long-gone. In transit and electric 
railroading, the conversion to 60 cycle is _still_ not complete. 


The DC installations were, of course, the Mark of Edison. 


I don't think that 50 cycle ever got a foothold in the US. 
(F-£-£-flicker. ) 


There were probably some other strange frequencies used in US mainline 
AC railroad electrificiations, but only DC, 25 cycle, and 60 cycle 
were seen in homes.

As I was one of the people discussing this let me first repeat what 
I posted there: 


"25 cycles was used in much of 

Ontario until the 1950's and lots of 25 cycle radios etc is still 
around. In the 1950's Ontario Hydro finally caught up to the rest 

of North America and switched to 60 cycles. Radios and TV sets 

were fine (we had a 1953 RCA TV set made for 25 cycles which ran 

fine on 60 cycles well into the 70's) but for the most part things 

with motors had to be replaced, free thanks to Ontario Hydro. In the 
case of things like washing machienes etc they just replaced the motor." 


Parts of Toronto still used DC power before the war as well. The 
conversion in Ontario from 25 cycles to 60 cycles started in the late 
40's and was compleated in the 50's around the time I was born. My 
father tells me that on 25 cycles ordinary light bulbs had an noticable 
flicker. As far as radios and television sets was concerned it was a 
case of needing lots of iron in the transformer and chokes and lots of 
microfarads in the filter caps. Of course they were very happy running 
on 60 cycles as well then that came along (transformers ran cooler). 

I remember that second hand dealers even in the 70's tried to sell 

25 cycle clocks cheap to unsuspecting people. 


California used 50 cycles at one time but converted to 60 sometime 
in the 1930's I think. 


In Ontario as well as the rest of Canada 32 volt DC systems as 

we were discussing a few weeks ago were popular on farms. Several 

years ago, when I lived in Edmonton, there was a local ham who had grown up 
on such a farm in the 1920's/30's. He was able to get about a watt 

out of his transmitter using the 32 volts on the plate. Wish I 

remembered the details of this rig, but he did manange to make 

many QSO's with it.

One trouble is that many of the hams that have gotten used 
to "digital" transceivers won't "tune around" in the fashion that 
used to be standard procedure in the ‘boat anchor' era. 

Back during the crystal controlled Novice days, one used to 
"tune the Novice band" for replies (3700-3750 khz at that time). 

It was not unusual to have a QSO going with the participants 
at opposite ends of the sub-band! 

My recommendation is the err on the 'low' side about .5 to 1 khz. 
if you are VFO controlled. This, in most cases will dodge the 
TV QRM machines out there. Changing the frequency will cause 
confusion and irritate the people who only have a few crystals. 

Our 40 meter experiance this summer proved that. When we 
deviated from the 7050 QRG to others, the group sort of fell apart. 


40 will be a continuing problem as Mexican and Canadian SSB 
stations invade to CW segment, and the "digital" group drops lower and 
lower in the band. The QRP group has the same problem with 7040 Khz. 

That's my 0.02 worth. (Exit soapbox mode)
